I. Amendments to the Claims 

This listing will replace all prior versions, and listings, of claims in the application: 
Listing of Claims: 

1 . (Currently amended): A An herbal applicator for the application of herbs that are 
to be heated and generate a mat e r i a l p e rmeabl e vapor which is communicated to the 
skin of the a body of a subject, said herbal applicator comprising: 

a flexible housing configured to which can be easily attached on to said body; 
body, sa i d hous i ng e ngag e d w i th 

a flexible heater pad that is engaged with the flexible housing: H e at e r Pad that 
conn e cts to 

an electrical power source that is connected to the flexible heater pad: Power 
S ou res ' 

an adjustable temperature controller that regulates heat generated by from said 
flexible heater pad; r e gu l atab le by an adjustabl e T e mp e ratur e Contro lle r; 
an herbal pack containing an herb: and 

a flexible herbal pack retainer that retains the ao herbal pack in contact with said 
flexible heater pad, sa i d h e rba l pack r e tain e d in sa i d contact by a f le x i b le H e rba l Pack 
R e ta i n e r, said flexible herbal pack retainer being mad e formed of a p e rm e ab le 
material[[;]] which is permeable to a vaporized herbal essence produced by heating the 
herb contained in the herbal pack, 
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wherein said flexible herbal pack retainer is configured adapt e d to allow easy 
m e ans for easy removal of the H e rba l Pack herbal pack from said flexible herbal pack 
retainer, for a replenishment thereof, 

wherein, when the h e rbs herb inside the herbal pack is H e rba l Pack ar e heated 
by said heat from generated by said flexible heater pad to a vaporizing temperature, 
until th e y e m i t the herb emits vapors of herbal essence, said p e rm e ab le material 
forming said Herba l Pack Reta i ner flexible herbal pack retainer allows the vaporized 
herbal essence to permeate through the flexible herbal pack retainer it and onto the skin 
and concurrently, it the flexible herbal pack retainer absorbs part of the heat and helps 
to reduce the vaporizing temperature. 

2. (Currently amended): A An herbal applicator as claimed in Claim ^wherein the 
flexible housing comprises i s mado up of two sections, including a top member where a 
strap means is located and a bottom member where the flexible heater pad is located, 
wherein such that the top member prov i des moans to prevent the prevents heat 
generated from the flexible heater pad from being dispersed to the outside of said 
flexible housing and, whereas the bottom member prov i des moans to conta i n contains 
the heat generated by the flexible heater pad between said bottom member and said 
flexible herbal pack retainer to heat the h e rbs herb in said herbal pack, e ff e ct i v el y. 

3. (Currently amended): A An herbal applicator as claimed in Claim 1^ wherein the 
flexible heater pad is affixed with a first attachment means and a corresponding second 
attachment means is affixed on to the herbal pack retainer for a removable engagement 
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to said first attachment means, said removable engagement prov i d i ng m e ans to 
fac ili tat e an facilitates easy removal and replacement of the herbal pack, padr 

4. (Currently amended): A An herbal applicator as claimed in Claim 3, wherein the 
first and second attachment means comprise cooperatively enqaaable 4S hook and loop 
fasteners, fabr i c. 

5. (Currently amended): A An herbal applicator as claimed in Claim 1 , wherein the 
electrical source is a portab l e battery. 

6. (Currently amended): A An herbal applicator as claimed in Claim 1 , wherein the 
temperature contro l i s for r e gu l at i ng controller regulates the r e qu i r e d temperature of the 
Hoator Pod flexible heater pad so as i n ordor for i t to maintain the vapor i z i ng 
temperature of the herb at as a temperature level below a combustion temperature of 
the herb and at a but sufficient temperature to cause the herb herbs contained in the 
herbal pack H e rba l Pack to emit said vapors of herbal essence. 

7. (Currently amended): A An herbal applicator as claimed in Claim 1 , wherein the 
flexible Hous i ng i s mad e of housing comprises a flexible mat e r i a l , and sa i d f le x i b le 
material that enables prov i d i ng m e ans for said housing to easily adapt to contours of the 
body. 

8. (Currently amended): A method of administering herbs on to the skin of the a 
body of a user which method comprises: 
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by hoot i ng tho horbs, unt il thoy vaporize, omp l oy i ng providing an apparatus 

having: 

compr i s i ng a flexible Hous i ng, housing which can be easily attached on to 
the body of a usefr user; 

and hav i ng a flexible Hoator Pod heater pad that is engaged with the 
flexible housing; that i s conn e ct e d to 

an electrical Power Source power source connected to the flexible heater 
pad; and can b e r e gu l at e d to e m i t h e at to r e ach o d e t e rm i n e d vopor i z i ng t e mperatur e by 

an adjustable temperature controller for regulating heat produced bv the 
flexible heater pad; T e mp e ratur e Contro lle r, and hov i ng so i d f le x i b le H e ot e r Pod r e st i ng 
i n o commun i cot i on w i th 

a H e rba l Pack an herbal pack containing an herb and being in 
communication with the flexible heater pad: and horbs. and hov i ng 

a flexible H e rba l Pack R e tain e r herbal pack retainer configured adapt e d 
for aft engagement to with said flexible housing and made of a permeable material , said 
flexible herbal pack retainer further being aft4 configured to retain said herbal pack in 
said communication with the flexible heater pad when i n so i d ongogomont and with said 
flexible herbal pack retainer being configured adopt e d to allow easy removal and 
replacement of the herbal pack for a replenishment thereof; , compr i s i ng th e st e ps of: 

heating the h e rbs herb inside the H e rba l Pock herbal pack with saM heat 
produced bv the flexible heater pad to soid tomporoturo to cause a vaporized herbal 
essence to be emitted from said herb; and h e rbs; 

allowing the vaporized herbal essence to permeate through the permeable 
material of said flexible herbal pack retainer and on to the skin of the body while body; 
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and at tho same t i me while- allowing said herbal pack retainer to absorb part of tho heat 
as a m e ans to h el p so as to reduce the vaporizing temperature. 
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
